Within my memory there are 
frequent aud striking examples of men who 
bave sacrificed the one profession only to be 
sacrificed inthe other. History has not re- 
corded the name of a single nan who has been 
great enough to succeedin both. Therefore, 
devoted as I am to my profession—believing,as 
I do, thatthere is more of honor and useful- 
ness forme along its way than in any other 
path,and that my duty is clear and is unmista- 
kable—I am constrained to reaftirm in my own 
mind and to declare to you the resolution I 


made when I entered. journalism, viz: that as

and make his life miserable. As nearly 


everything in this State is peculiar, itis per- 
baps meet that the frosts should ~be gov- 


'erned by no law; but it is somewhat difficult 


for a person to enyvage in fruit or vine grow- 
ing to have his crops destroyed in this way 
and keep his temper.! It is estimated that 
inany thousand do.lars’ worth of grapes have 
been withered by frostin Napa and Sonama 
during the past, which is a most extraordina- 
ry thing at this season of the vear. Science 
has done something already to obviate this 
trouble, and it may bethat time will perfect 
of thwarting the rav- 
ages of Jack Frost. Tt is not 
weil known to the genera] public that a 
laver of frost upon a tender plant does 
not materially injure it—that is,the bare 
frost, produced by dew being frozen by low 
temperature. Itis the rays of the sun inthe 
eariy morning thawing out the plant which 
withers and destrovsit. This fact was first 
noticed when a heavy fog kept the morning 
sun offa Naps vineyard, and prevented the 
destruction of a crop of grapes. It was ihen 
suggested that smoke would answer the same 
purpose, and it wastried with considerable 
success. During the last few years the vine- 
vards of Napa and Sonoma i have 
been experimeniing, until at present 
they have a reguiar system of 
‘‘smoking vineyards.” Krug, Groezinger 
and a few others, who have extensive vine- 
vards in Napa Valley, two years ago warded 
off the frost successfinily. Between the Ist 
and 15th of April, if the season is not unusu- 
ally unpropitious, the blossoms appear upon 
the grape vines. If afrogst occurs between 
those dates, followed by a warm sun, the 
first, and sometimes the second, crop of Zin- 
fandal is killed, while all the other varieties, 
Malvoise, Rose of Peru, Emperor, Reisling, 


etc., suffer almost total destruction. To 
amoke the vineyard at the proper 
time, a watchman, a howitzer and a 
thermometer are put on guard. 
From the Ist to the 15th of April the 


sentinel keeps his eye on the thermometer, 
from 5 o’clock in the morning until daylight, 
and if it goes down to the freezing point he 
discharges his howitzer. t once a small 
army of vineyardists waiting for the sound 
turn out of warm beds and repair to their 
tieid*, around and through which have pre- 
viously been placed smai! iron vessels filled 
with tar, or piles of dry wood. A flambeau 
quickly does the work, and O'd Sol rises ver

FIGHTING EDITORS. 


How the New Orleans Editors Popped 
Away at Each Other. | 

New Orleans Special to the Cincinnati Gazette. 

On Wednesday last the New jOrieans Pica- 
yune contained an editorial on the general 
fund of the State, in which it wanted to know 
what had become of that fund. Maj. E. A. 
Burke, State Treasurer, and manager of the 
Times-Democrat of this city, telegraphed an 
answer from Baton Rouge to the Picayune 
for that paper and his own. This answer was 
followed by anfeditorial in Friday’s Pica- 


vune, which further reflected upon Maj. 
Burke’s official integrity. That night 
Maj. Burke reached the city and 


sent a peremptory challenge to Mr. Caleb H. 
Parker, editor of the Picayune. It Was ac- 
cepted, and on Saturday Mr. Parker’s friends 
announced as his choice of weapons the old 
Mississippi smoothbore rifle. Itis understood 
that with this weapon Mr. Parker is an ex- 
pert shot. Major Burke’s friends had the 
choice of distance, and in order to equalize 
the chances decided that the due! should be 
fought at two and a haif paces. Mr. Parker’s 
friends protested against such a distance, as 
it would make the encounter necessarily 
fatal, whereupon the seconds of 
Major Burke made a counter propo- 
sition, suggesting that ordinary weapons be 
used at the usual distance. This suggestion 
was sdopted by Mr. Parker’s friends, wao 
moved dueling pistols, whereupon Msj. 
Burke’s friends fixed the distance at fifteen 
paces. This was objetted to by Mr. Parker’s 
friends, who desired that the distance should 
be twenty paces. This point was finally con- 
ceded, and twenty paces was decided upon a3 
the distance. It was also decided that the 
duel should take place near the siaughter- 
house, just below the city, in tne parish of 
St. Bernard, this morning at 6 o’ciock. 

These preliminaries were arranged yester- 
day afternoon. Inorder to throw the police 
off the track Mr. Burke took the steamer for 
Baton Rouge yesterday afternoon and the 
public was given to understand that the affair 
had been settled. He got off at Cerfoilten, 
however, and at a late hour last night made 
his way through the city to the place of ren- 
dezvous. Here he joined his friends who 
bsd preceded him aud awaited Mr. Parker’s 


party. This gentleman arrived about 
half-past 5 o’clock. It had = raimmed 
all night, and the weather was decid- 


edly unpleasant for the business in hand, a 
steady drizzle being kept up throughout the 
progress of the duel. Mvr. Parker was accom- 
panied to the fie'ld by Messrs. G. L. Uall and 
Jos. Renshaw, with Drs. Isaac Seott and 
Ernest Lewis. Maj. Burke’s seconds were 
Messrs. James D. Houston and John Augus- 
tine, Dr. Loeber acting as his surgeon. Maj. 
Burke won the choice of position, and Was 
placed witb his back to the river. Mr. Parker 
had the wood. Both gentiemen fired almost 
together, and when the smoke cleared 
away it was seen that neither was injured. 
Mr. Parker’s friends then stepped forward 
and inquired it it wus necessary for affairs to 
vo further, that Mr. Parker was willing to 
acknowledge Maj. Burke’s courage and per- 
sonal and oflicial integrity, but insisted that 
he had not transcended legitimate journalistic 
criticism in his comment. Maj. Burke’s 
friends were not satisfied with this condi- 
tional disclaimer. and the pistols were loaded 
again, and this time Maj. Burke tired slightiv 
in advance of Mr. Parker. Both shots missed 
their mark. Mr. Parker’s friends then 
offered to acknowledge Maj. Burke’s courage 
and personal and official integrity, pro- 
vided the latter would acknowledge 
Mr. Parker to be a man of courage and hen- 
or. Maj. Burke’s friends replied that they 
were not on the field to vindicate Mr. Parker; 
that their principal had been wronged by 
him; that they sought reparation for that 
wrong, and would be satisfied with Mr, 
Varker’s disclaimer, provided it stood alone.

Men and Women Who Spend the 
Nights Loafing in Parks and 
Public Places. 

A Midnight Scene in the Hull of a Wig- 
gins Ferry Whariboat on the 
River Front. 


The dockects of the different Police Courts 
during the past*few weeks have daily con- 
tained cases where prisoners were charged 
with sleeping inthe openair. These cases, 
known to the city ordinances as “‘rambiers,’’ 
are made by raids during the night, at which 
curious sights are met with. When the night 
platoon in Central District left the assem- 
bly room at the Four Courts at 11 o’clock last 
night a PostT-DISPATCH reporter accompa- 
nied the squad. The first duty of the night 
was the examination of property, after which 
Washington Park, Twelfth street and Clark 
avenue, was visited by the nearest officers. In 
the shade of one of the trees a bench was 


filled by half a dozen women clad in rags and 
holding an animated discussion, to.which, 
however, a period was suddenly put onthe 
approach of the visitors. The 
SIX WOMEN WERE SQUATTIED 

on the bench and the grass plot near it, some 
in a reclining position and others idly sitting 
about. The first queation asked was answered 
by Mary Granaban, wno acted as spokeswo- 
man for the group. 

“Do you meet nightly here?” 

*fYes,” said Mary, ‘‘and used to, and wiil 
too, if the police don’t interfere and run us 
in for staying here. But the Judge won’t 
fine us anyhow and we are only locked up for 
anight, What harm do we do by sitting here 
during the night?’ 

**Do you sleep here?” 

‘*No. Thatv’s whv the police can’t make 
the cases stick against us in the Police Court. 
After we were arrested we learned just as 
much saboutthe law as the peeler himself 
knows.’?’ Notwithstanding Mary’s conviction 
that they had the ‘‘bulige” on the police, this 
group hurriedly disbanded on the approach 
of the officer.

in the morning, talking all the 


time. and only leaving for a few minutes 
about dusk to skirmish ‘or some food. Thev 
are just as sharp asthe nextone, and they 
manage their route in such a way as to abso- 
lutely prevent us from getting enough of 
facts to make a case against them. We can’t 
swear that they have no means of support.” 

“What route do they take when they leave 
in the morning?’’ 


*T don’t know. I do Know that they are 


shrewd enough to get off of the 
hbeat- on which the park is 


situated, before they begin begging or visiting 
dramshops, which would give us a chance to 
make a case against them. I think they make 
the rounds of the groggeries as they open up 
in the morning and exchange an hour’s 
work scrubbing and cleaning for a half- 
pint of whisky. At the restaurants 
and all night saloons, where lunches are laid 
during the night, they manage to get enough 
to keep body and soul together, with the as- 
sistance ofa liberal supply of bad whisky.’’ 
AT MISSOURI PARK, 

Thirteenth and St. Charles, a gang of men 
were found, but could not be detained 
long euough to have lengthy 
conversation with them. They do 
not associate with the female tramps who 
frequent the parks. The men do not remain 
out all night like the women, usually bunking 
in some luraber yard removed from the side- 
walk and the usual route of the policeman in 
making his nightly rounds, 

The next place visited was the Court- 
house steps known as the iO’Brien Fiats. 
The officers were looking for two missing 


bovs. Each sleeper was inpected, and as the 
officer passed him he was  awaken- 
ed from creamiand to the real- 
ities of the cold stone bed. 


Without waiting for any explanation the 
sleepy gentleman #0 rudely awakened from 
sweet dreams hurried off to some more se- 
questered spot where to spend the rest of 
the nignt. In view of the fact that the officers 
do not Know the names of the lodgers met in 
this way and would have some difficulty in 
arousing them in the ordinary methods, they 
have dopted a plan thatis less troublesome, 
more successful, but less pleasant tothe 
sleeper. With bis night cleo the officer 
whacks the sole of oneof the sleeper’s feet. 
This is a novel way of swakeniog a man, 
but to accompany an oflicer and see with 
what ease he can in this way dispose ofa 
‘‘vany of sleepers” is convincing proof of its 
worth. The river front was next 
(his is a famous locality for tramps and 
sleepers. Under the cuidance of the private 
watchman, the levee Was traversed from the 
foot of Chouteau avenue tothe bridge. E.veb 
skid-pile and tarpaulin was examined and 
found to contain lodgers of all ages and 
classes. Where freigot was deposited some 
fellow less fond of viewing the heavens would 
be found stowed away under an improvised 
tent from the extension of the tarpaulin. 
These were routed, out without ceremony. 
As one sleepy tfamp was leaving  hi- 
rest near the foot of Olive 
street he said: ‘‘lt’s queer there ain’: 
a place inthe city where a man _ without 
money can sleep during the night. What 
harm do we do a pile of old skids by sleeping 

on them? Now to-night 1 was around at! 
every piace and couldn’t find a place to drop, 
though I was tired. I was at the rolling mii! 
at the foot of Mil'er street, but I couldn’t 
get a place there. The police won’t let you 
at the filats.”? The Court-house was mean! 
by the speaker. After the sleepers were 
ousted a new lodging-place was pointed out 
to the reporter by one of the private watch- 
men, who walked aboard the ferry-wharf at 
the foot of Almond street and handed the 
scribe down 2a hatchway to the hod, 
where everything was dark as night. The 
wharf pitched from side to side, creaking 
and groaning, While the swashing of the 
eurrent as it struck the bow was monoto- 
nous and dreary. The bilge water which bad 
seeped through the calkings lay in the bot- 
tom of the hold under a platform through 
which the splashing could be heardin the 
stillness. The place was uncomfortably clo<e 
and fearfully quiet. The cuide followed the 
first arrival into the hold, throwing the light 
about the dreary place by holding his lantern 
above his head. Stretched on boards near 
the bow of the wharfboat lay two or three 
men sound asleep and perfectiv oblivious of 
the presence of the intruders, who did not 
awaken them forafewmoments. The place 
iooked more like the interior ofa gravevard 
vaultor a mining tunnel than anything else, 
while the snores of one of the sleepers, alter- 
nating with the creaking of the wharf, did not 
make the sounds and surroundings any more 
pleasant. The sleeping beauties were aroused 
from their slumbers and told that the com- 
pany wouid not allow them to sieep there. 
Without a wordthey scampered up the open- 
ing, as they had often done before, and wan 

dered id!v up the inelined plane of the Levee 
to seek quarters in the center of the city.

PENNSYLVANIA SAVAGES. 


The Wretched End of an Old Hag—A 
Drunken Funeral. : 
Equinunk (Pa.) Letter to Philadelphia Times. & 


Three hunters from the western part of 
Sullivan county, New York, just across the 
Delaware River from here, report the finding 
of the body of a woman who has been missing 
from her home at Mongaup Valiey for several 
months. Her death was a most horribly 
tragic one and a fitting end toa strange life. 
Her name was Margaret Conkling, and she 
was known throughout the country as “Old 
Mag the bag.” She was one ofa large family 
of half-savage people known as the De Groat- 
ses, the Hinkses, the Henions and the Conk- 
lings. This family is said to number about 
300 men, women and children, than whom a 
more degraded lot of people it would 
be hard to tind in the United States. 
They dwell in small caves and 
cabins in the wooded hills of Sullivan 
county and on the semi-cultivated slopes of 
Orange county. Their living is made princi- 
pally by stealing, hunting and fishing with 
nets in forbidden streams. Some few of 
them are expert weavers of willow baskets, 
which they carry to the near-by towns and 
sell. These pariahs frequently visited Penn- 
sylvania with loads of baskets, which they 
sold tothe farmers and country merchants 
at the cross-roads stores. The cash proceeds 
of these sales were invariably turned into 
whisky and tobacco, and the women were as 
dissipated and abandoned to vice as the men, 
They also pianned- robberies and depreda- 
tions of all kinds, and every basket-selling 
tour is sure to be followed by a raid upon 
barns, chicken-coops and celiars. The peo- 
ple are familiar with every inch of ground in 
the Delaware Valley, and they can easily hide 
(hemselves in the mountains and manage to 
escave the officers of the law. 

The Conklings are of Indian descent—the 
Seneca breed, they claim—and they bear ail 
the facial marks of their ancestors, while their 
habits are even more indecent and less cleanly 
than those of their savage ancestors. They 
inter-marry exclusively and no divorce is 
necessary to separate man and wife if either 
party desires such a separation. The result 
of this defiance of the laws of physiology are 
evident in the forms of their children. Many 
of them are idiots, some are born without 
ears, some withoutlimbs, and there is one 
singular being, it is said, in a lonely but near 
a lake on the western edge of Sullivan county, 
that would be more of an acquisition to Bar- 
num’s show than “Jumbo’’ was. This being 
has neither nose, eyes, nor ears, and only 
two teeth can be found in its head, while 
its feet are clubbed and its hands resemble 
the fins of a big fish more than human mem- 
bers. Yetthis singular creature lives and 
seems to enjoy life. A Mooticello hunter, 
David Boyle, who often goes to that part of 
the county fishing, has seen this ‘*what-is- 
iv’? eat raw fish, raw potatoes, and 
even raw skunk-meat with evident relish. 
fhe mother of this monstrosity is a woman 
six feet seven inches in height, and her hus- 
bandis her ownuncle. The mother has 
quite a decided moustache and beard, while 
the father is but three feet eight inches high, 
hare-lipped and a hunchback dwarf. 

THE QUEEN OF THE GANG. 

Such is the race or family to which ‘Old 
Mag, the hag,” belonged, and among the tribe 
of savages she was regarded as a sort of 
a queen, and treated with as much deference 
as wypsies pay to their sovereign. She was 
reputed to have veen the seventh daughter of 
a seventh daughter, and was in Consequence 
believea to be endowed with tbe magic power 
of curing all sorts of disease? and bone frac- 
tures. She was also a fortune teller of great 
skill. Her appearance was very singular. She 
was nearly six feet nine inches in height, her 
skin was saffron yellow, her hair long, coarse, 
and black as a raven’s wing, and ber chin 
was covered with a beard at least three 
inches in length. She adopted a regular 
indian costume, and lived alone in her 
small eabin on the shore of Big Pond, just on 
the edge of the great cranberry marshes of 
Suilivan county. Her house was constantly 
besieged by city people from New York and 
Philadelphia who were summering in Suill- 
van and who came to have the future re- 
vealed to them ‘by this wonderful fortune- 
teller. She made lots of money and knew 
how to save it. She never spent a cent, ex- 
cept for jiquor, and one of her peculiarities 
was that sne would never allow any human 
being to sleep in her cabin, not even one of 
her own kindred, and those of the ‘‘tribe”’ 
who visited her always went prepared to 
sleep out of doors. There was annually a 
yathering of the whole family and these con- 
vocations were the widest orgjes imaginable 
and more than one member of the great fami- 
ly has been missing after a long debauches in 
some lonely cabin or cave in the rocks. 

“Old Mag” was last seen alive several 
months ago, and was then as frisky as ever 
and as fuil of whisky as usual. One or two 
weeks after that one of the Hinkses re- 
marked in the county post-oflice near where 
Mag lived, *“*Mag hain’t t? hum no more, an’ 
{i shudn’t wonder ef she was§dead.” One of 
the bystanders afterwards made a trip to her 
cabin and found it deserted. On the earthern 
floor in one corner of the room lay a hajlf 
vushel of walnuts and chestnuts, a smoked 
ham and a string of red peppers, while near 
at hand hung the dead and decayed body of 
a fox with the skin still on. No signs of *Old 
Mag” were to be found anywhere and search 
was made everywhere, but without suc- 
cess. 


OLD MAG’S DEATH. 

Some time afterward the three hunters first 
referred to were chasing a bear througha 
swamp about two miles from the old cabin 
where **Mag” formerly lived. One of the 
hunters slipped on what he supposed at first 
to be a round stone, but which proved to be a 
human skull still covered with patches of 
bléody skin and hair. At once it was sur- 
mised that the skull was that of oid ‘‘Mag,’’ 
the peculiar shape of her head corresponding 
to the shape of the skull. They then set to 
work to find the remainder of the body, when 
suddenly their dog commenced barking 


furiousiy under a chestnut tree on 
the  hiliside. Running to the spect 
they Giscovereu that the dog 
had scented a partly-decayed  hu- 


man body. Itrequired buta brief examina- 
tion to convince them that the remains of 
“Old Mag, the bag,” Jay before them. She 
bad climbed the tree to shake dowu some 
nuts, probably. When near the top the limh 
upon which she was standing broke and she 
feli a distance of thirty feet. <A large jagged 
stump under the tree caught her body as she 
fell, and one large splinter of it was thrust 
clear through her body, impaling her. Her 
death must have beeninstantaneous. A bear 
or some other carnivorous animal had gnawed 
away ber feet and hand, which hung nearly 
to the ground, and it was undoubtedly a bear 
that baud torn her head from the body and 
carried it into the swamp. 

Among the De Groatses, [Hinkses and Hin- 
jons the news soon spread, and they gathered 
in full force to attend Mag’s funeral! and dis- 
pose of the body, which had been conveyed 
to the cabin. It was on a Saturday afte;noon 
that at least two hundred of these half-savage 
men and women assembled at old Muag’s 
cabin.and held a wake overthe mangled 
body. They indulged in drunkenness agd 
wild orgies for two whole days,and finaliy, on 
the Monday following, at midnight, they de- 
parted, after having set fire to and totally 
destroyed the cabin. What became of the old 
woman’s body is more than any one can tell, 
for itisone of the customa of the Conkling 
tribe to leave no trace of tbe grave of one of 


their members.
